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At  5:30  a.m.  we  started  two  small  fires,  one  in 
each  fire  box,  and  stoked  slowly  for  the  rest 
of  the  morning.  By  noon  the  usual  crowd  had 
gathered  and  were  spliting  wood,  stoking, 
singing  to  the  old  gold  tunes  of  WDUB,  or 
roasting  marshmallows  for  the  campfire  treat, 
shmores.  For  the  next  12  hours  we  continued 
stoking  until  there  were  only  two  of  us  left, 
eyes  mesmerized  by  the  2300^  coals  and 
flames,  ears  strained  to  catch  the  subtle  dif- 
ferences of  the  burning  wood.  It  had  been  a 
good  firing  and  we  were  tired,  so  the  kiln  was 
closed  and  we  went  home.  This  is  an  example 
of  one  of  the  activities  in  the  Art  Department 
which  united  the  student  and  the  professors. 
It  is  here  in  the  immense  building  devoted  to 
creating  the  new  in  art  that  I  feel  most  com- 
fortable at  Denison.  Throughout  my  four 
years,  I  have  moved  freely  from  one  floor  to 
another,  that  is,  subject  to  subject,  sculpture 
to  drawing,  integrating  the  knowledge  of  one 
into  the  process  of  the  other.  It  is  very  possi- 
ble to  maintain  a  second  major  uphill  and  dis- 
pell the  myth  that  the  downhill  doesn't  and 
can't  mix  with  the  non-fine  arts  oriented  stu- 
dent. A  chemist,  dancer,  business/economist, 
philosopher  and  artist  chopped  wood,  side  by 
side,  for  the  firing,  each  having  a  desire  to 
help  in  the  process  and  only  a  few  having  their 
own  work  behind  the  brick,  kiln  door.  The 
puzzling  question  of  an  art  student  is  whether 
or  not  to  enter  an  art  school  or  obtain  a  liberal 
arts  degree.  I  may  not  have  been  able  to  con- 
centrate as  much  as  I  would  have  liked  in  the 
field  of  my  choice,  ceramics,  but  then  I  would 
not  have  been  able  to  take  political  science, 
child  psychology,  comparative  anatomy  (very 
helpful  when  drawing  the  nude),  modern 
dance  or  music  theory.  With  less  than  two 
months  to  go  before  graduating,  I  have  been 
looking  back  on  what  I  owe  Denison  and  that 
seems  to  be  only  a  few  thousand  dollars  in 
student  loans'  and  my  career.

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Asked  to  write  about  my  attitude  toward 
Denison,  I  wonder,  "What  Denison?"  Is  it  the 
Denison  of  dogwood  spring  and  maple  au- 
tumn? is  it  the  plant?  The  faculty?  The  stu- 
dent body?  The  alumni?  The  tradition?  "O 
chestnut  tree,"  Yeats  asked,  "Great  rooted 
blossomer.

What  seems  most  a  part  of  me  is  my  attitude 
toward  the  Denison  that  could  be,  a  remark- 
able institution  of  learning.

Our  emphasis  on  certification  —  the  giving 
and  getting  of  grades  and  diplomas  —  could 
give  way  to  a  genuine  enthusiasm  for  discov- 
ery. We  could  worry  less  about  board  scores 
of  entering  students  than  about  growth  exper- 
ienced between  matriculation  and  graduation. 
We  could  worry  less  about  promotions  and 
tenure  and  salary  discriminations  than  about 
how  to  encourage  and  support  exploration, 
how  to  nourish  intellectual  excitement.  We 
could  worry  less  about  public  image  and  more 
about  private  performance. 

It  is  this  ideal  Denison  I  have  tried  to  keep  in 
sight  during  my  seventeen  years  on  the  facul- 
ty. Though  I  sometimes  feel  the  years  blurring 
the  vision,  I  can  usually  fiddle  with  the  focus 
each  fall  and  bring  out  enough  detail  to  get  me 
through  another  year.  It  sustains.

Through  my 
four  years  at  Denison,  I  have  found  the  aca- 
demic pressure  very  competitive.  I  discov- 
ered a  release  of  that  pressure  through  a  club 
sport-rugby. 

One  does  not  come  to  Denison  to  play  sports 
necessarily  with  the  thought  of  becoming  a 
professional  athlete.  Students  play  sports  be- 
cause they  like  the  game.  Everyone  can  par- 
ticipate, and  whatever  the  team,  each  is  very 
competitive  at  its  own  level.  That  is,  every 
sport  has  a  certain  intensity  to  it  that  varies 
with  each  opponent.  Denison's  athletes  rise 
emotionally  to  the  level  of  competition  and 
show  this  by  always  being  considered  tough 
by  their  opponents. 

Denison  must  have  something  special  as  we 
are  always  in  contention  for  the  O.A.C.  title.
